The Jackson 
Ex-Student's 


Association wanted to use the building for 
its reunion this summer but a phenomenal 
rental fee was quoted, far above the 
normal fee. It was also said that the 
building could not be used for the reunion 
unless the center's catering service was 
used. 


I think something should be done about 


these conditions since they are of great 
concern to the black citizens of Corsicana. 


According to Mrs. Mary Peterson, 


assistant chairman of the Corsicana 
Community Center Board of Directors, the 
center is owned by the people of Corsicana. 
It is one of the United Fund agencies. 


She says, though, that many people have 


the mistaken idea that the center "runs for 
free." 


"We have guidelines and rules just like 


the YMCA," Mrs. Peterson says. "We 
couldn't just throw the doors open." 


Mrs. Peterson says the center receives 


$1,800 annually from the United Fund that 
all other fees charged at the center are 
used to offset operational expenses. 


"Everything has gone up," Mrs. 


Peterson says, adding that chairs that 
used to cost $5 now cost $7 and that a table 
for eight now costs $40 instead of $29.75. 


She continues that the center has trouble 


with its plumbing that plumbers have to be 
contracted 
following 
most 
large 


gatherings. 


Fees at the center are $25 for individuals 


annually and $35 a year for clubs, entitling 
them to once a month meetings. 


The center is also rented for reunions 


and other gatherings, Mrs. Peterson 
saying that a group of about 100 people 
renting the facility for a day's use is 
charged $50. 


She says that a larger group, up to 250 


people, is charged (100 a day for using the 
center. She says that the center was of- 
fered to the Jackson Exes for three days at 
$300. 


Mrs. Peterson says that the ex-student 


committee never met with the board of 
directors on the matter and that she thinks 
the matter could have been ironed out had 
the committee and the board met. 


She says further that the center "doesn't 


compel" groups renting the building to use 
the catering service. 


• Mrs. Peterson says non-profit groups 
can use the center "if they pay the fee. But 
they don't want to pay. We can't run the 
center for nothing." 


She says that groups are charged rental 


fees for use of the library conference 
rooms and the same condition is expected 
at other meeting rooms: "Why do they 
expect to use the center

Newspapers cannot legally use the 


names of juveniles, and in those cases we

THE MONOVALENT vaccine 


will be given to persons 18-64 


years old. 


The Bivalent vaccine will be 


given to persons 3-17,18-64, and 
65 and older who have chronic 
illnesses 
(diabetes, 
heart 


disease, high blood pressure 
etc) and a statement from their 
doctor. 


Persons 3-17 with 
chronic 


illnesses will receive a second 
vaccine in December. A vaccine 
has not been developed for well 
persons ages 3-17. 
Volunteers were told that 


persons who should not take the 
vaccine include: people with 
known allergy to eggs, people 
with fever the day the vaccine is 
given; and people who have 
received another type of vac- 
cine in the past 14 days. 


Persons who are under 18 


years old must have parental 
signatures before taking the 


vaccine. 


Mrs. Conger noted that local 


doctors are not giving the 
vaccines in their offices due to 
the mass immunization at the 
high school. 


FORMS WILL be available to 


fill out by persons taking the 
vaccine. 


Persons taking the Bivalent 


vaccine will fill out a blue form 
and 
persons 
taking 
the 


monovalent-will-fill out-a-wblte 
form. 


Persons taking the vaccine 


are asked to wear sleeves that 
can be rolled up to administer 
the vaccine. 


Sponsors pointed out that 


anyone who has any reser- 
vations about taking the vac- 
cine due to health reasons 
should consult their doctors.

meeting that Corsicana school 
trustees might consider selling 
some of the outlying properties 
owned by the district brought 
quick response from 
three 


groups which appeared last 
night interested in specific 
tracts of that land. 


About 15 people representing 


the three groups interested in 
school-owned 
property at- 


tended 
the 
meeting, 
with 


representatives of bach group 
asking 
the board for con- 


sideration when they sell the 
land. 


The board, although it hasn't 


decided whether or not to sell 
any or all of the land, listed and 
took note of each request. The 
two properties sought by the 
groups last night were the old 
Angus school property and the 
Pickett school property. Two 
groups 
fron 
Angus were 


onhand seeking the school site 
there, each saying they wished 
to open the building as a 


initv center. 


wished to seek a historical 
marker for the site and possibly 
refurbish the building later as a 
"museum example" of a turn of 
the century school. 


EBEN STOVER, mayor of 


Angus, represented the Angus 
City Council. Stover told board 
members 
that 
the 
council 


wished to refurbish the building 
for use by the entire ce 
as a community center, and for 
use as a city hall. 


He said that the city was 


interested in either a long-term 
lease 
or 
a 
lease-purchase 


arrangement with the district. 
He said the center would be 
available to any resident of the 
city, so long as it was for "a 
reasonable function."

The third request was for the 


old Pickett school, and came 
from the Pickett Riding Club. 
That organization has been 
using the grounds for about 14 
years as a riding arena, and had 
last month requested per- 
mission to tear down the old 
school building. The riding club 
was also interested in a long- 
term lease agreement with the 
district. 


After hearing the presen- 


tations, the board later met in 
executive session for about 40 
minutes to discuss the matter, 
but had no results to report 
following

meeting. 


A request from the Corsicana 


Livestock 
and 
Agricultural 


Association for the bleachers 
from the old Jackson High 
School football stadium got no 
action, after board member 
Albert Sanders told trustees 
that the bleachers are used 
during the summer by residents 
and organizations in the area. 


"I DON'T SEE any reason to 


take the bleachers from one 
non-profit group just to give 
them to another non-profit 
group," Sanders said.

HUBBARD — The Hubbard 


School Board Wednesday night 
approved a resolution officially 
requesting a loan from the 
Farmers Home Administration 
with which to build a new high 
school. 


Hubbard voters approved a 


$900,000 bond election several 
months ago for a new high 
school, and the school board had 
contacted the FHA about the 
possibility of obtaining 
the 


money 
through 
that 


organization. 


Supt. James Cummins said 


that the loan application and 
supportive materials must be 
sent to the FHA by Friday, and 


that the school district should 
know within six weeks whether 
or not the loan application is 
approved. 


CUMMINS NOTED that the 


final feasibility study con- 
cerning possible consolidation 
with 
surrounding 
school 


districts had been completed by 
Dr. 
Wallce 
H. 
Strevell, 


professor of education at Baylor 
University. 


Board 
member Mrs. 


Marianne Dunlap said that 
after reading the final report, 
she still has questions and hopes 
there will be further financial 
analysis. 


She also noted that she thinks 


the 
board 
needs 
further 


direction from Strevell on the 
actual consolidation process if 
consolidation does pver occur. 


In the study, Strevell noted 


that several 
primary con- 


clusions "that may serve as 
guides for future planning." 


THE FIRST HAS to do with 


the location of a permanent high 
school. 


"Hubbard School District has 


authorized the necessary school 
bonds to construct 
a new 


campus-tupe school facility," 
he said. "This new structure 
should logically be located close 
to the city of Hubbard for 
several reasons." 


The reasons he stated include 


that Hubbard is nearly the 


geographic center of southeast 
Hill County and is the hub of 
main 
highway 
routes 
for 


transportation 
and 
access. 


Hubbard is also the population 
center of the area and has easy 
access to city services as well 
as fire and police protection. 


"Although a rural school 


system, a few 
advantages 


would result from any different 
site location," said Strevell. 


'He also noted that the Hub- 


bard school district "should 
hold open the door" to con- 
solidation. 


The feasibility study was 


ordered by the Hubbard and Mt. 
Calm school boards, but also 
included information from the 
Penelope, Bynum and Malone 


School districts. 


INCLUDED IN the study are 


sections concerning community 
factors, 
economic 
analysis, 


school 
enrollment, programs 


and 
staffing, 
condition of 


educational facilities, planning 
future 
facilities, 
financial 


analysis and recommendations 
and procedures. 


In other business Wednesday 


night, the board amended the 
1976-77 budget adding Com- 
pensatory 
Education Funds. 


Cummins said at the time the 
budget was prepared, it was 
thought that the C. E. funds 
would go directly to the Hill 
County Co-op. 


"Since then we have learned 


that such is not the case and 
that the C. E. funds will come 
directly to this school district 
and then we will have to submit 
payments to the Hill County Co- 
op," said Cummins. 


The board also adopted a 


formal resolution to issue $4,000 
in bus warrants for school bus 
repair, and voted to send a 
letter of support to the San 
Augustine School District in its 
efforts to have House Bill 1126 
declared unconstitutional.

hotel originally had 100 rooms, 


but since then, a few of the 
rooms have been converted into 
apartments. Each single room 
is 12 by 18 feet. The floors are 
concrete he said, and the walls 
are three-inch solid plaster. The 
only wood in the structure is the 
doors and window sills, he 
explained.

folklore, 
the 
sheriff 
is 
a 


glamorous and heroic official 
who protects the good and puts 
the bad in their proper places. 


The names comes from two 


English words, "Shire" which 
means "County" and "Reeve" 
which means "Administrator." 
and well may be he a superman, 
because the requirements of his 
job necessitate that he be a law- 
man, a leader, a fighter, a 
diplomat, a lawyer, a detective, 
a doctor, a politician, plus a few 
other qualifications his job 
might require. 


But overall, he is a human 


being like the rest of us. Let us 
look at the men who have been 
sheriffs of Navarro County and 
it will give a better un- 
derstanding of what the job 
really is. 


JAMES ALLEN JOHNSON 


July 13,18468 July 1849 


On July 13, 1846, the first 


Navarro County elections were 
held, at Dresden, and Allen 
Johnson was elected sheriff. An 
indian fighter who settled in 
Dresden in 1845, he was a man 
of good character, probably too 
good to deal with the rough 
element a first sheriff had to 
encounter. However, with a 
scant population, his duties 
were few. In 1848 he was ap- 
pointed a commissioner 
to 


survey and sell lots in the newly 
created town of Corsicana, and 
he built the first courthouse, a 
15 x 17 foot log cabin for $100. 
His biggest problem was in 
trying to arrest William Ladd, 
who was incidentally his bond- 
sman, 
and 
who lived 
in 


Dresden. Ladd refused to be 
arrested and, in 1849 Johnson 
decided he had been sheriff long 
enough and settled for the 
easier job of road overseer. 


WILLIAM J. STOKES 


July 1849-1850 


Aug.l852-Dec.l7,1852 


A rough and tough fron- 


tiersman, Bill Stokes came to 
Texas in October 1839 with his 
mother and his uncle, Thomas I. 
Smith, and settled in Milam 
County, where the Indians 
promptly stole all his horses. In 
1844 he moved to Freeze-out 
(Ellis County) with his uncle, 
W. R. Howe. His nearest neigh- 
bors were John Neely Bryan at 
Dallas and those at Bucksnort 
on the falls of the Brazos. He 
stated he used to step out of his 
door and kill a buffalo for 
breakfast. 


Joining the Texas Rangers in 


1845, he helped rescue John 
McLennan from the Indians. 
They had to tie McLennan up to 
take him, as he did not want to 
leave the Indians. McLennan 
became civilized and moved to 
Waco where the county was 
named for him. 


Stokes was elected sheriff of 


Navarro County twice but did 
not like the responsibility and 
details of the job and resigned 
each time after a short term of 
service. 


JAMES BUCKNER BARRY 


Aug. 1850-1852 
Aug. 1854-1855 


Buck Barry was certainly the 


most colorful of all the sheriffs, 
was fearless, straight shooting, 
intelligent, stood for law and 
order, looked like a sheriff and 
was highly regarded by the 
people of Navarro County. 


He was 
born

Carolina Dec. 16,1821, came to 
Texas in 1845, joined the Texas 
Rangers, stopped in Austin 
when there were only three 
white women in town, went on to 
Mexico with the American

army in 1846, was wounded at 
Monterrey, and came back to 
Texas where he settled at 
Bazette. 


On a visit to Corsicana he 


agreed to run for sheriff and 
was elected in July 1850. He did 
what his predecessors had been 
unable to do and that was to 
arrest law violators, and his 
first arrest was Bill Ladd of 
Dresden who had stood off the 
other sheriffs. 


In Aug. 1852 he was elected 


County Treasurer for two years, 
and 
he was elected sheriff 


again in 1854 and arrested W. M. 


Love in April 1855 for the 


murder of Dr. W. N. Anderson 
at Pisgah Ridge. In 1855 he 
worked up an involved criminal 
case, including forgery of a land 
patent and murder against 
Jacob Eliot. Eliot was acquitted 
but the sheriff was so infuriated 
that he berated the jury in the 
courtroom for its decision and 
resigned his job. He then bought 
the 
town newspaper, 
The 


Prairie Blade, but decided to go 
west to a new frontier and 
moved to Flag Pond, Bosque 
County. 


He 
owned 
considerable 


property in Navarro County, 
lived where the present library 
is, and was very popular with 
the people of the town. An 
engraved invitation to a party 
at the Haynes Hotel Dec. 13, 
1852, showed him to be guest of 
honor. He wrote his life's 
history in "The Texas Ranger 
and Frontiersman", a book 
which is in the local public 
library. He died at Walnut 
Springs in December 1906, at 
the age of 85 and totally blind. 


NATHANIEL HENDERSON 


Dec. 1852-Aug. 1854 


Nat Henderson, a brother of 


Indian fighter Col. William F. 
Henderson, was elected 
a 


special election Nov. 27,1852, to 
fill the vacancy created when 
W. J. Stokes resigned as sheriff. 


Henderson was a popular 


man but hardly tough enough 
for the characters he had to deal 
with. He had a log jail built by 
one Bro. Reamon, a preacher, 
12' square, 1M; stories high and 
run by L. S. Tatum. His prin- 
cipal problem involved Joseph 
Pierce, a church going Baptist 
and also a notorious race horse 
gambler 
who 
had 
trouble 


getting along with other people. 


After a number of incidents, 


his opposition got a petition with 
a number of signatutes to evict 
Pierce from Navarro County, 
and a crowd of 150 men escorted 
him, his two boys, and his 
horses to the Trinity River. 
Some of his friends intervened, 
saying the Pierces would be 
taken over into Henderson 
County and murdered. The 
problem was solved by giving 
the Pierces arms and the sheriff 
and nine others guaranteed that 
they would not be molested 
while departing. A short time 
later, Pierce was shot and killed 
at a Waco horse race by a peace 
officer. When his term expired 
in August 1854, Nat Henderson 
was ready to relinquish the job. 


JESSE S.WALTON 
Aug. 1855-No. 1860 


Sheriff Walton was born in 


Virginia, Nov. 24, 1807 and 
moved to Navarro County by 
stages, stopping in Tennessee, 
Arkansas, and Fannin County, 
Texas. In 1853 he bought a farm 
on Briar Creek, was elected 
constable 
soon 
afterward, 


became sheriff in 1855. 


He had scarcely tune to get 


settled in office when several 
men under indictment for the 
murder of one Wells set fire to 
the courthouse Nov. 14, 1855 in 
order to destroy the indictment 
records. It was a wooden 
structure and burned to the 
ground, with only a few county 
clerk records saved. As was the 
case with many criminals in 


• early Texas, 
the 
arsonists 


escaped. 


Runaway slaves and cattle 


thefts kept the sheriff busy after 
that. He and his wife, Eliza, had 
seven children, and many 
descendents are living here 
today. His son, James, was 
sheriff 1884-1886. Walton moved

to Glen Rose, Texas and died in 
1890. 


ELIJAH P. BISHOP 
Nov. 1860-June 1861 


Born Jan. 5,1833, he lived in 


the Rice community, had a 
short but active term in office. 
The July election was contested 
by R. S. Tate, and after court 
action, Bishop was declared the 
winner. The Civil War began 
soon afterward, and with the 
excitement and 
preparation 


going on over the county he was 
kept busy. He resigned from 
office, joined the Confederate 
army and served as a captain in 
the 19th Texas Brigade. He died 
Sept. 12,1903 and is buried in the 
Rice cemetery. 


WILLIAM FOSTER 
June 1861-July 1865 


Here is one sheriff we do not 


know much about, other than 
that he served as sheriff during 
the Civil War. Records at the 
courthouse show there was little 
court action, civil or criminal. 


The Confederate Home Guard 


helped with law and order 
during the war, so he did not 
have much to do. In 1865 an 
abortive attempt was made to 
stir up the Negros and a cache 
of arms was discovered on 
Postoak Creek, but nothing ever 
came of it. With the end of the 
war and the arrival of Federal 
troops in June, Foster decided 
he had served as sheriff long 
enough. 


LAFFORD 
BERRY 
(Dick) 


FRENCH 
1865-1866 


Here was an old tuner who 


took on the job of sheriff at the 
end of the Civil War when 
conditions were as bad as they 
had ever been. 


He had served as a private in 


Hood's Brigade, had no trouble 
getting elected, as the Federal 
troops had not yet imposed 
voting restrictions, but he was 
ousted by the Federals in early 
1867 as being an obstacle to 
reconstruction. 
Familiarly 


called "Uncle Dick," he was 
born Nov. 20,1827, died March 
2, 1917, and is buried in the 
Raleigh cemetery. He had 
several children, was a grand- 
father of Howe French. 


J.H.MAPEY 


1867 


Here is a sheriff on whom 


there are no records and very 
little is known. Evidently he 
was acceptable to the Federal 
occupying troops, but he served 
only a 
short 
tune. 
Com- 


missioners Court Records in 
April 1867 show he was paid two 
nominal fees for official duties. 
Nothing else is known. His 
name 
does 
not 
appear 


elsewhere. 


From the middle of 1867 until 


the middle of 1870, Navarro 
County did not have a sheriff. 
The principal reason was the 
Federal troops were in power 
and overruled the sheriffs in 
their official capacities. Also, 
crime and disorder was ram- 
pant. Any official duties were 
performed by precinct con- 
stables or by negro officers of 
the Union army. 


JAMESA.NELMS 


July 16,1870-Aug. 1872 


Texas was readmitted to the 


union March 30, 1870 but was 
still a police ruled state. On July 
16,1870, Gov. Edmond J. Davis 
appointed Nelms sheriff and his 
$30,000 bond was signed by 
Jacob Eliot and 0. M. Airheart. 


Without a sheriff for three 


years, county law and order 
was in bad condition. The 
District Clerk, 
y. B. 


Johnston, 
killed 
a 
deputy 


sheriff, William Smithy, Dec. 4, 
1870 and two days later killed 
the town saloon keeper, H. R. 
Morrell, then went to Austin 
where he was protected from 
prosecution by Gov. Davis. 
Nelms resigned his office in 
August 1872 and Gov. Davis 
appointed James H. Brent 
sheriff. Nelms later served as a 
policeman, a gin repairman, a 
farmer, a commission 
mer- 


chant and an auctioneer ac-

According to Capt.

Kinley, commander of the 
Navarro 
County 
Salvation 


Army Unit, the search for the 
man 
will 
continue, 
and 


hopefully the missing man will 
someday be reunited with his 
family. 


A MISSING persons bureau is 


only one of many services that 
the Salvation Army, a United 
Fund agency, provides says 
Kinley. 


"The 
Salvation 
Army 


provides basically two kinds of 
service," he explains. The 
organization tries to meet the 
physical needs as well as the 
spiritual needs of an individual. 


"We try to solve the physical 


problems first, then administer 
to the spiritual needs," he ex- 
plains. "We feel it's an im- 
possibility to separate man's 
spiritual and physical needs." 


The physical needs are solved 


through 
either 
financial 


assistance with rent, utilities, 
food or medicine or helping 
someone to find a place to live 
or providing clothing from the 
Army's used clothing store.

The Salvation Army

Assistance in some 
form or another was provided to 
approximately 4,534 local in- 
dividuals, says Kinley, as well 
as 2,944 patient visits to rest 
homes.

Kinley, "plus working with 
young people on non-church 
related, but character building 
programs."

A 
390 acre camp, Camp Hoblit- 
zelle, is operated in Ellis County 
and provides camping activities 
for 5,000 youngsters annually.

youngsters "at no cost with no 
strings attached," says Kinley. 


A special service provided by 


the Salvation Army is its foods, 
gifts and clothes for needy in- 
dividuals and families during 
its Christmas campaign.

cheated out of about $5,000 in 
what it called a "classic con." 


"In its own disgusting way, it 


was a beautiful, classic oper- 
ation," Bob Sussman, chief of 
the district attorney's consumer 
fraud division, grudgingly ad- 
mitted Tuesday. "We have 
nothing substantial to go on." 


Sussman said it began about 


Sept. 20 when B. W. Keeland, a 
University of Houston teacher, 
rented an $850-a-month South- 
west Houston townhouse to a 
man identifying himself as Vic- 
tor A. Martin. 


Martin hired a telephone an- 


swering service and rented a 
television and furniture for the 
apartment. 


Sussman said Martin placed 


classified advertisements in 
newspapers which read: "Ex- 
ecutive transferred, will sacri- 
fice luxury townhouse. Respon- 
sible people wanted. $325." 


He had eight agreements 


with callers in two weeks. Each 
paid first and last months' rent 
and a $200 deposit, all in ad- 
vance. The move in date was 
set for Oct. 15 on all eight.

Fine and Andy 


Debates really don't show much 


Andy Armistead 


Several people have asked me 


how 1 liked the presidential 
debates or what I thought about 
the debates. Of course, I could 
give a complete answer in two 
words, "Not much," but that 
wouldn't be a complete column, 
so I will answer more fully. 


The idea did not appeal to me 


in the first place. Although I am 
a former debate coach, I do not 


like debating in two areas — 
politics and religion — because 
they never get anywhere. Not a 
single 
dyed-in-the-wool 


Democrat has been changed by 
anything Jerry Ford has said 
and no real Republican has 
been changed by anything 
Jimmy Carter has said. 


THESE DEBATES are as 


different 
from 
college-style 


debating as night from day. 
Then we studied a question 
thoroughly, 
set 
out 
some 


specific arguments, and then 
lined up the facts to support our 
position. Nothing in 
these 


presidential debates is like that. 
Although each one has opened 
with a general statement and 
closed with one., in between we 
have heard a lot of questions 


asked by other people. No 
listing of major points sup- 
ported by facts as they see 
them. 


The whole format needs to be 


junked. If the two candidates 
are to debate, then let them 
debate each other, not three 
journalists on the sidelines. 
Incidentally, while I have 
listened to both the presidential 


debates, I have yet to hear 
either candidate really answer 
a single question. What they 
have done, and they have been 
equally guilty, is to think 
backover the materials they 
have prepared and decided 
which little speech to give then 
in the general area. Many times 
Nona and I have said, "But he is 
not answering the question at 
all." Many times the answer 
has not even been remotely 
close to the question asked. 


THE WHOLE point 
has 


seemed to be how to trap the 
other into making a damaging 
statement, and they have both 
been caught with their guards 
down. Now that is not respon- 
sible public discussion. For 
instance. Jerry Ford allowed 


himself to be trapped into 
making that very damaging 
statement last time about the 
people in Eastern Europe not 
being 
under 
Russian 


domination. When one is being 
cornered by questions, things 
will just come out that were not 
meant to come out. Another one 
was the statement promising 
public disclosure "tomorrow" 
as to the companies that had 
cooperated 
with 
the 
Arab 


boycotts of Israel, something he 
was not able to deliver. Instead 
he will have to squirm over 
those 
two statements 
the 


remainder of the campaign like 
Carter is squirming over his 
"Playboy" remarks and some 
of his damaging statements in 
the first debate. Although I have 


cited two of Ford's blunders, 
both men have made mistakes, 
and I rate the debates about 
even. 


My contention is that it is 


wrong to subject both men to 
such situations. It is difficult 
enough 
to 
formulate your 


thoughts and intentions into 
definite statements when you 
have time to do so. So why put 
them into impossible settings 
and shoot from the hip im- 
possible questions? 


I WOULD MUCH prefer to let 


each one do his thing his own 
way — make those prepared 30- 
minute speeches that would 
represent their thoughts. Or 
give them time to go through 
those party platforms and tell 
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us to what extent they represent 
his thinking and plans. Then 
vote for the man who is most 
convincing. 


That wouldn't change any 


"yellow dog" Democrats or 
Republicans either, but it would 
give us other dogs a chance to 
contend that we are voting for 
"the man" and not necessarily 
for the party. 


These pot-shots debates are 


not clearing up anything of real 
consequence. The last one is due 
to be even worse because they 
will really take the gloves off on 
them. My most honest reaction 
to the first two debates has 
been: Is this the best we can do? 


It is difficult to look to the 


future with great confidence. 
But enough of that negativism 
because both men are better 
than they look debating. They 
have to be.

Keep consolidation open, Hubbard urged

HUBBARD — A cooperative 


survey of school districts in 
southeastern 
Hill 
County 


conducted 
by 
Wallace 
H. 


Strevell, professor of education 
at Baylor University, recom- 
mends that the Hubbard School 
District "should hold open the 
door to consolidation." 


The survey was ordered by 


the Hubbard and Mt. Calm 
school districts and contains a 
detailed study of the existing 
school facilities in those two 
communities as well as in- 
formation from the Penelope, 
Bynum and 
Malone school 


districts. 


PART OF Strevell's task was 


to evaluate alternatives and 
feasibility of school district 
consolidation 
regarding 
its 


educational effect and cost. "In 
this connection," said Strevell, 
"particular attention was given 
the 
probably 
influence of 


education 
on 
the 
future 


economy of the area." 


Included in the 83-page report 


are 
sections 
dealing 
with 


community factors, economic 
analysis, school 
enrollment, 


programs and staffing, con- 
dition of educational facilities, 
planning future facilities, a 
financial analysis as well as 
recommendations 
and 


procedures. 


"From 
these 
data 
and 


educational factors can be 
stated several primary con- 
clusions that may serve as 
guides for future planning," 
says Strevell. 


THE FIRST conclusion has to 


do with the location of a per- 
manent high school. Voters in 
the Hubbard school district 
approved 
a 
$900,000 
bond 


election in June with which to 
build a new high school. 


"This new structure should 


logically be located close to the 
city of Hubbard for several 


reasons," he said. 


Hubbard 
is ' nearly 
the 


geographic center of southeast 
Hill County and is the hub of 
main 
highway 
routes 
for 


transportation 
and 
access. 


Hubbard 
is the population 


center of the area. City services 
including 
fire 
and 
police 


protection would be available 
and the school would have easy 
access for evening or other 
events. 


Strevell recommends a school 


campus of 35 to 40 acres "to 
protect the district's investment 
and 
allow 
for 
future 
ex- 


pansion." 


WHETHER OR NOT con- 


solidation with Mt. Calm ever 
does occur, Strevell recom- 
mends that a new elementary 
school built there. 


"Their present building is 


deteriorated as badly as is the 
present Hubbard High School 
structure and it would not 
justify the cost of continued 


maintenance," he said. 


He said that a new elemen- 


tary school structure designed 
for educational and civic needs 
of the community should be 
erected in Mt. Calm at a central 
location with an 8 to 10 acre site. 


"Consolidation of Hubbard 


School District with Mt. Calm 
School District appears to fall 
just about equally per child 
between the two districts and 
geographically they have much 
in common." 


HE SAID consolidation of the 


two school districts would result 
in a broader tax-base "which 
allows for good planning, an 
opportunity for Mt. Calm to be 
represented on the school board 
in effect to the total program for 
thier children and enrichment 
of 
the 
secondary 
school 


program through efficient staff 
and unit cost allocation." 


Strevell notes in the report 


that "it appears evident that by 
next year the small high schools 


of the area will encounter 
financial difficulty as presently 
organized." 


He says the schools face 


declining 
enrollments, 
sub- 


stantial reductions in state 
money, higher unit costs and 
the rising expense of main- 
taining a school program. 


"Eventually they will need tc 


plan for the future, adjust theii 
increasing school tax burdens 
and resolve the necessity of 
program development for thier 
children," he said. 


THERE

one 


combined meeting between the 
Mt. Calm and Hubbard school 
boards, and at a Hubbard board 
meeting Wednesday, it was 
suggested that the two boards 
try to meet together again as 
soon as possible. 


The Hubbard board suggested

Reduced rate 
hike given 
city approval

Approval was given by city 


commissioners for a 25 cent 
hike in garbage rates and 
Corsicana 
Cable 
TV 
was 


granted a rate increase as 
commissioners met in regular 
session Tuesday. 


The increase is less than that 


originally proposed by 
the 


commission more than a month 
ago. Since that time, however, 
the city has received additional 
funds from the state and the 
commission chose to lessen the 
increase to only 25 cents above 
the present 
$2.50 a month 


service charge. 


Residents will now be paying 


$2.75 a month for garbage 
service following the 4-1 vote. 
The change in rates came on 
second reading of the ordinance 
on a motion by commissioner 
Wayne Norris, seconded by 
Gene Johnson. H. R. Stroube 
cast the only dissenting vote. 


In doing so, Stroube said he 


wasn't against reduced rates, 
but rather against any increase 
at all. 


"I'D LIKE TO clarify my 


vote, "he said, as he voted, "I'm 
certainly 
for 
reducing 
the 


garbage rates, but I'm going to 
vote no because I never felt the 
need for an increase in the first 
place." 


Cable TV service rates will be 


$6.95 per month for residences, 
apartments, motels, and nur- 
sing homes, with a $1 additional 
charge per month for two 
outlets and 50 cents additional 
for each added outlet. 


The cable connection fee was 


set at $14.95 maximum for in- 
stallation of up to three outlets. 
That 
increase 
passed 


unanimously. 


The commission gave final 


approval to a zoning change 
which clears the way for con- 
struction of a 55,000 square foot 


K-Mart department store to be 
built on 14th Street, across from 
Navarro Mall. Representatives

Associates of Houston were on 
hand for the request,

NOTING THAT four letters of 


approval for the project had 
been received and no letters 
protesting the zoning change,

request. No date has been set 
for beginning work on the 
building, according to the ar- 
chitects. 


In other action, the com- 


mission voted unanimously to 
authorize issuance of $500,000 in 
general obligation bonds for 
municipal projects, and ac- 
cepted a bid of $124,875.40 from 
E. W. Hable & Sons to pave 
Bunert and Parham Streets. It 
was the only bid received.

development grant, which in-

projects in the city ranging 
from new water lines to park 
improvements. 


With no opposition appearing, 


commissioners closed a portion 
of W. 15th Avenue to traffic. The 
section of street, the com- 
mission was told, has not been 
used in recent years. 


Several other zoning changes 


were given final 
approval, 


including a request for a mobile 
home permit in the 1700 block of 
West 12th Avenue, a change 
from general retail to com- 
mercial for 417 N. 15th Street, 
and two replats in the Woodland 
Hills addition.
